A trio of bills iio regulate interstate 
railroads and other corporations was 
introduced by Chairman Adamson of 
the house interstate commerce com- 
‘ mittee. 
Senor Don Juan Riano y Cayangos 
was received by President Wilson in 
his new capacity of first ambassador 
from Spain. Senor Riano baa repre­ 
sented his country in Washington as 
minister since May, 1010. 
To facilitate the handling of parcel 
post mail, the postoffice department 
has begun the establishment of rail­ 
way postoffices fa cities having large 
railway facilities. It is planned to 
bring the total of such offices up to 
150 before the close of next year. 
Floating bar rooms in navigable wa­ 
ters within harbor limits of cities 
must comply with city liquor regula­ 
tions. The supreme court so decided 
in the case of William Rabb, who con 
tended that New Orleans regulations 
did not extend to an excursion steam­ 
er on interstate waters. 
Cot rate dealers 
in 
copyrighted 
books won a victory when the su­ 
preme court held that agreements be­ 
tween publishers and regular book­ 
sellers not to sell hooks to those who 
resell to the public at less than the 
price fixed by the publisher, violate 
the Sherman anti-trust law.

He is ‘land poor* rich 
in lands and money held out of bis 
reach by the red tape of the federa 
government Each Choctaw and Chick 
asaw has a valuation of 320 acres of 
average land and yet they are held to 
be incompetent to manage any land a- 
all. It is a very inconsistent logic that 
imposes on a man the care of 320 
acres of land when the same tribuna 
declares him to be 
incompetent to 
manage even forty acres. 
"The purpose of my bill is to leave 
each restricted Indian with a home­ 
stead of forty acres of good agricul­ 
tural land and to have that forty acres 
placed in such a stage of 
develop­ 
ment as will make it attractive to the 
Indian to live on and cultivate. In­ 
cidentally, that part of the lands sold 
would be disposed of on terms and 
conditions, so that actual farmers de­ 
siring homes might acquire the prop­ 
erty, and as this property purchased 
by the white settlers is developed and 
improved, the value of the Indian's 
homestead will be correspondingly in­ 
creased.**
